And Bury in Shallow 
Grave — Crutches Give 
Much Evidence Tragedy, 


PEACE RIVER, June 19—On May 
23 Elmer Davidson, crippled Watino| 
rancher, was reported missing from | 
hig cabin and on June 14 his badly | 
decomposed body was found lying 
in the brush half a mile from home 
with everything pointing to a des- 
perate struggle before he succumb- 
ed possibly to the vicious attack of 
hordes of mosquitoes and sandflies 
as well as starvation. 

The body lies buried in a shallow 
grave there to await the result of) 
a coroner's inquiry into the circum- | 
stances as the dead man left behind 
him a recognizable trail of his last 
journey in life. 

Trackers taking up the search 
after leaving Peace River and trav- 
elling up the Smoky River to a 
point where the cabin stands six 
miles inland discovered disturb- 
ances that ultimately led to the 
discovery of the body. 

Broken down grass marked the 
start of the trail followed by dis- 
covery of a pair of rubbers, further 
along his neck scarf and finally 
with the ground torn up the body 
of the cripple in a huddle and 
covered with his windbreak, his 
crutches lying near the head and a 
box of matches with his jacknife 
near the side. Apparently the last 
vestige of strength had failed for 
there was no indication of a fire 
and its necessary warmth required 
for a weakened man devoid of sus- 
tenance. Although the days have 
been warm, in fact hot, the night 
mantle brings along its chilly air, 
while, if he had been alive, a short 
time ago he would have suffered 
in a heavy frost, as low as ten 
degrees which was recorded in 
some sections.

THE FATAL BLOW 
Japan and Russia are credited with “co- 
operating” to kill all chances at Geneva of a 
general agreement on disarmament, if it can 
be supposed there really 
chances, 

Japan said it would have to make “reserva- 
tions”; Russia said it could not sign unless its 
“neighbors” did; and Geneva promptly sent out 
word that the prospects for an agreement were 
nil. There apparently was no doubt that 
Japan's “reservations,” whatever they may be, 
would be unacceptable to Russia. 

Skepticism is the dominant note in inter- 
national dealings at present, with few countries 
willing to trust their neighbors or risk anything 
for peace. History somehow seems to have 
failed to record that countries which had no 
faith in each other ever yet made a treaty that 
was worth anything, or that was intended to 
be anything better than documentary deception.

TINKERING DOESN’T MEAN 


MUCH 
The franchise law is being revised at 
Ottawa. Hereafter voters’ lists are to be made 


up each year, and will be closed for the year, 
no new names being added and none taken off 
during the interval. 

The effect will be to shorten election cam- 
paigns. Since enumerating will not have to be 
done when parliament is dissolved it will be 
possible to hold an election in three or four 
weeks, 

Theoretically that will make parliament 
more responsive to the voters, since there will 
be less trouble and expense in taking a vote. 

It may not mean this in practice. The pre- 
sent Government has not stalled an over-due 
election for a year because of the trouble and 
expense, but because it knew if it went to the 
country it would not ‘come back.” 

Tinkering with the election machinery will 


not make governments more responsive or 
more responsible. The way to do that is to 
elect members of parliament who will regard 


the position as a public trust, not as a vested 
interest to which they have been given a five

Chicago schoo] teachers have had no salary 
for 742 months. ‘They were paid for the first 
six weeks of the school year, nothing since. A 
ridiculous situation, of course, involving no end 
of inconvenience and humiliation 
teachers, and rivalling the World's Fair as an 
invitation to public attention to centre itself 
upon Chicago 

The crowning absurdity is that the salaties 
will have to be paid some time, and will be 
paid, probably along with interest for the time 
the teachers have been kept out of their money 
What needed is some financial machinery 
that would make the salary-money available 
at once, and make the public, not the teachers, 
carry the debts.

But before Albertans start poking fun at the 
“Windy city” and the state of Illinois they 
should note that teachers in this province also 


are not getting paid as their services are ren- 
dered and as their contracts provide 

In scores of Alberta schools teachers 
and have been for years carrying on without 
getting more than a fraction of the salaries due 
them, and not knowing when they will get the 
remainder. In time, doubt, they will be 
paid in full, from Government grants if the 
school boards cannot in the meantime collect 
enough taxes. 

But here—as in Illinols—there is needed a 
“revolving fund,” under control of the Minister 
of Education, from which school boards could 
get advances to pay salaries and other running 
expenses when these are due, and thus close the 
school year with no obligations to the 
banks or the Government. 

The spectacle of a province paying full 
boom-time interest rates to opulent bond- 
holders, but refusing to back school boards so 
they can pay the salaries of their teachers, is 
no less absurd than that of a city running a 
World's Fair and at the same time asking its 
teachers to finance its schools.

NO DISCUSSION ALLOWED? 

Premier Brownlee says his Government 
cannot negotiate with the unemployed strikers 
at Drumheller, “because the Government has 
already agreed” upon the food allowances to be 
made to victims of unemployment and ‘can- 
not agree to change the decision,” or even talk 
about changing it.

Allowances must be kept on a corre- 

sponding scale everywhere, and the official 

attitude toward discussing allowances with pro- 

testing recipients cannot be different in one 

place from another place. When it is said the 

| allowances in Alberta are “higher than in any 
other province,” that is supposed to end the 
matter. 

This kind of diplomacy causes wars between 
nations. That it will convince Alberta’s unem- 
ployed they are being considerately dealt with 
is doubtful, It closes the door to a frank con- 
sideration of three facts which the unemployed 
cannot overlook: 

1. The cost of living has risen, and the whole 
influence of Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments has been directed to raising it substan- 
tially higher; 

2. Relief allowances tend to become per- 
manent. An upward revision is not easily 
secured once a scale has been adopted by 
municipal, provincial and federal authorities, 
for obvious reasons. The newly proclaimed 
scale is intended to carry through until next 
spring, while unless the “codes” fail the cost 
of living will advance considerably before that 
time: 

3. The unemployed man is not asking for 
relief allowances. All he asks of other people 
or of the Governments is that they show him 
where he can get a job at decent living wages. 
If they cannot do that, he is not to blame. If 
they will not provide work for him, it is be- 
cause they find it cheaper to feed him on a 
“dole” system. 

That, after four years of doles is bad enough. 
But in face of the advancing cost of living, the 
unemployed man is told he must accept the dole 

| that is offered or let his family go hungry. No 
| man who has a wife and family, and is worthy 
| of them, can doubt what his reaction must be.

I've been reading through 
a sleepless night Capt. Roald 
Amundsen’s “My Life as an 
Explorer.” Apart from the 
interesting account of his 
preparations for the South 
Pole trip and the story of his 
finding of the North-West 
passage—a passage too shal- 
low for any but the shallowest of boats to navi- 
gate—the most interesting as well as the most 
painful revelation is of the fierce jealousies that 
exist between some of the explorers. 

Fiercest of all was the jealousy roused be- 
tween Capt. Nobile, who piloted the dirigible 
Norge on the flight across the Polar Sea under 
Amundsen and Ellsworth, and his chigfs. 
Amundsen represents the Italian as suffering 
from ego-mania and funk—helpless afloat and 
strutting about afterwards, claiming all the 
glory. No jealous woman in the meanest of 
rivalries could equal the little Italian captain, 
whose status was that of a hired man, yet who 
secreted a full dress military uniform aboard 
for show purposes while persuading the Nor- 
wegians to leave warm clothing behind to 
lighten the ship. While persuading Amundsen 
and Ellsworth to bring only one tiny flag of 
Norway and United States, the size of a pocket 
handkerchief, to drop on the site of the North 
Pole, Nobile brought scores of Italian flags, one 
of them so huge that it entwined in the pro- 
pellor and threatened the safety of the ship. 
Amundsen thinks it was a plot to please Musso- 
lini and give the impression of an Italian con- 
quest.

Belated honor is being done to another man 
in a vastly different walk of life, whose career 
seems to have incited jealousies in a field where 
one would never expect to find them—in 
pioneer missionary work to the savage Indians 
of the north Pacific coast. Father Duncan and 
his work at Metlaklah among the Tsimpsean 
Indians has been receiving the attention of the 
legislators at Washington in an effort to do 
justice to the memory of a man who was de- 
nied it in his life. 

The alleged murder of two constables by 
Indians last month has attracted notice to the 
slumbering passions of the Indian tribesmen. 
On the Pacific coast the warrior tribes prac- 
tised cannibalism as a tribal rite, at the annual 
spring campaign. The powerful Haidas of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands travelled as far south 
as the present site of San Francisco each year, 
spreading terror in their path. To these un- 
promising and ferocious tribesmen went Rev. 
William Duncan over forty years ago, to carry 
the message of Christianity. 

Capt. James Prevost of H.M.S. Virago had 
brought to England appalling tales of the con- 
ditions of the northern coast Indians—particu- 
larly the Tsimpseans—that he had witnessed 
on a surveying cruise in 1854. So in 1856 the 
Church of England Missionary Society sent 
Duncan, then a young schoolmaster, to establish 
a mission among them. He began his brave 
work single-handed at Fort Simpson near the 
entrance to the Portland canal, learning the 
language of the Tsimpseans that he might com- 
bat cannibalism and lead them from other 
barbarous practices 


Some of the stories of Duncan's work I got 
at first hand from Andrew Pearce, a half breed 
missioner I met in the north in 1910. On the 
death of his mother, the young daughter of a 
Tsimpsean chief, the braves had paddled over 
300 miles and stolen Andrew as an infant from 
the care of his father, a Hudson's Bay employee. 
As a boy of 12, Andrew took part in the last 
cannibal feast held on the sands at Fort Simp- 
son (now Port Simpson). 

“We had captured two slaves in Alaska,” 
said Andrew. “During the feast I remem- 
ber seeing Mr. Duncan cry, and I thought 
at the time that it must be a bad thing we 
were doing if it made a good man cry.” 
Duncan persuaded the Indians to leave Fort 

Simpson and start a new village at Metlakatlah, 
opposite the present site of Prince Rupert. He 
built a church and school, a salmon cannery, 
a sawmill and made of the place a model 
community, with himself as ruler. 

Duncan had never been ordained, and he 
varied the Anglican Church service to suit the 
temper of the Indians, This became a griev- 
ance to Bishop Ridley. The quarrel spread, 
involving the Church Missionary Society and 
the activities of the whole community. Duncan 
was removed from his post, but with the aid 
of sympathisers, secured a concession on the 
Alaskan side, where he built a new Metlakatlah 
on Annette Island near Juneau. 

Even then his troubles were not over. 
Revered by his people whose lives he had 
transformed, he became the prey of selfish in- 
terests who coveted the rich Alaskan fisheries. 
While Duncan was working among his people 
in Alaska, the fishery interests were using in- 
fluence at Washington to have his work set 
aside. Again after seeing a happy and pros- 
perous community established he had the 


’ sorrow of seeing it brought to naught. 


Amundsen gave up his life in an attempt to 
rescue the man who tried to rob him of his 
just reward, He perished in trying to rescue 
Nobile after the Italia expedition came to grief. 
Long after Father Duncan has left this life, 
friends are trying before a Washington Con- 
gressional Committee to do justice to his 
remory. 

A man who would serve must look only to 
his own conscience for reward.

The Treatment Of Low | SIDE GLANCES.--By George Clark 


Blood Pressure 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The cure of low blood pressure consists in 
building up a good quality of blood and de- 
veloping all of the functional powers of the 
body. The weakness must be gradually over- 
come by proper dietary changes and the use of 
physical culture exercises and walking. The 
improvement will naturally 
be slow and the patient must 
be constantly encouraged to 
be persistent in his exercise 
and diet if he wishes to en- 
tirely overcome this serious 
condition. 

Even though the vitality 

of the patient with low blood 
pressure seems to be low, the 
ebest plan is to start right by 
cleansing the system of all 
Dr. PF, McCoy accumulated toxins. This is 
best accomplished through taking a short fast, 
using an eight ounce glass of orange juice or 
tomato juice every two hours and drinking 
as much water in between the orange feedings, 
as is desired. Use the same kind of juice in 
any one day, tMat is, if you start on orange 
juice, continue with it for the remainder of 
that day. 

This fast should last at least five days, dur- 
ing which time headaches and other symptoms 
of discomfort may appear for the first two or 
three days, due to the fact that the patient has 
not enough vitality to throw off the poisons 
as quickly as they are picked up by the blood 
stream. Following the fast the food must be 
proportioned and ‘combined with the greatest 
care so as not to burden the body with exces- 
sive amounts of foods which are not tissuc 
building. All of the vital foods such as pro- 
teins in the form of lean meat, fish, or fowl 
should be combined with liberal amounts of 
cooked non-starchy vegetables such as spinach, 
asparagus, string beans, summer squash, etc., 
and a large quantity of raw leafy vegetables 
should be used with at least one meal during 
the day. The patient shoyld not be permitted 
to overeat under the delusion that he can in- 
crease his strength in proportion to the amount 
he eats, for his assimilative powers are neces- 
sarily very low and food eaten above his pow- 
er to digest and assimilate will only be in- 
jurious. 

The one necessary point in low blood pres- 
sure is to keep in mind the necessity of de- 
veloping increased strength. Nothing seems as 
beneficial for this as to take long walks. I do 
not know of any other treatment or exercise 
which has the same definite effect as walking 
for developing a strong blood pressure. Start 
your walks at once, covering at least a mile the 
first day and increase this distance gradually 
until you are walking at least five miles a 
day. When you are able to do this, nave your 
blood pressure measured again by a physician 
and you will find that there has been a steady 
improvement as you have gained endurance. 

In addition to the walking one should take 
vigorous physical exercise every day, starting 
with light exercises at first and gradually in- 
creasing the number of movements until you 
can exercise vigorously for ten to fifteen min- 
utes without producing soreness of the muscles 
Always be sure to breathe deeply, 
both inhaling and exhaling to the full capacity 
of the chest while you are taking these exer- 
cises. This will assist in toning up the funct- 
ional] activities of the body and assist you in re- 
covering your strength at the same time that 
your blood pressure is coming back to normal. 
Do not be satisfied until your blood pressure 
registers at least 120mm. while you are calm 


and relaxed, which will indicate that your 
Strength and vitality are normal. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs. W. M. F. asks: “What 


kind of diet wouid you advise for one afflicted 
with diverticulum of the esophagus?” 

ANSWER: About the best diet regimen for 
diverticulum of the esophagus is a short orange 
juice fast of about five days followed by the 
milk diet for a period of several weeks or even 
months until the digestive difficulties become 
lessened. This liquid diet gives the diverti- 
culum a chance to become smaller and the milk 
diet at the same time supplies all of the food 
requirements of the body so that the patient 
need not become weak or lose much weight. 

QUESTION: H. D. asks: “What would be 
the cause of a pulse rate of 105 when com- 
pletely at repose? Late examination showed 
no definite disorder,” 

ANSWER: It is difficult for me to advise 
you concerning the rapid heart action without 
being able to examine you. A number of con- 
ditions might cause this, among them being: 
Valvular leakage of the heart, hyperthyroidism, 
the pressure of a tumor, etc, However, prob- 
ably the most common cause is gas pressure, 
especially when the patient has had an exam- 
ination lately and no serious trouble has been 
found, 

QUESTION—Mrs. T. V. states: “I have what 
the doctor calls a verruca. Would a lack of 


' salt in the diet cause this?” 


ANSWER—A verruca is a wart and there 
are many different types. It is possible that 
a fasting and dieting regimen followed by a 
local cautery would remove the wart. A lack 
of salt would not cause a verruca to form.

NEW ERA IN DEBTS 

United States’ decision to ac- 
cept payment in goods on ac - 
count of the war debts marks a 
definitely new era in the world’s 
debt picture, 

It has been obvious that debt- 
or nations could pay debts only in 
gold, in goods or in services, 

It would take the world’s en- 
tire gold stock to pay the war 
debts alone. Yet of that gold 
stock United States already holds 
two-fifths, 

Britain and other countries 
could not pay in goods and ser- 
vices because United States tar- 
iffs have kept goods out, and be- 
cause services are largely de- 
pendent on world trade 

And if the war debts offer is to 
be made workable, some means 
must be found either to hurdle 
or to drastically lower the tariff 
and exchange barrier. 

To attempt even to ‘pay an- 
nual instalments in money would 
have dislocated the economic 
structure of the world and have 
cost United States more in the 


collection than she would have 
got. It has been estimated that it 
would cost ten dollars for every 


| dollar collected, 


Part payment of debts in goods 
will be a boon to world shipping 
and will release world trade, 
which has been strangled, 

Coming closer to home, it pro- 
vides Canada with an opportunity 
for reciprocal tarifff arangements 
with Uniied States. We have lost 
a billion dollars a year in trade 
with: United States since 1929, If 
our governments will forget pol- 
itics and talk economics we can 


| make up at least part of that loss 


War debts still belong in the 
uncollectable class. They are a 
superstructure which a war-in- 
flated capitalism built up on the 
world, But the very attempt to 
pay them in goods will provide a 
means for liquidating commercial 
debts and freeing credit.

It is one of the maxims of business life that until a partner- 
ship, firm, or company goes to the public to borrow money, its 
business methods are its own secrets, part of its good-will, and 
not to be disclosed for the benefit of its competitors or critics. So 
long as debts are paid and customers are satisfied, the business 
man and his partners and associates are guaranteed by the laws 
of the land the right to make the greatest possible success in 
business. 


The C.C.F. have announced that they will not be bound by 
this rule when they gain power. Therefore the government at 
once turn the glare of dissecting publicity upon every group of 
successful merchants; make no distinction between those who go 
to the public with bond issues and those who do not; and give the 
widest publicity to business methods and details. 


The secret reserves of the banks, in which several members of 
the cabinet are shareholders, must not be disclosed; but every- 
thing ascertainable about the affairs of the mercantile houses 
which through the world’s most acute years of business strain 
have had no assistance from the government or from any public 
source, have kept their doors open; paid their employees, and 
served the public, is given the utmost publicity. 


Admittedly the banks are the recipients of continuous govern- 
ment privileges; admittedly the mercantile houses get nothing 
from the government. Yet the mercantile wage scales are given 
complete publicity while the bank salary scales are sacredly in- 
violate. It is rank radicalism to publish any of them; but on the 
not too high standard of honor among thieves it would be all or 
none.

nation. 

Mrs, Franklin D. Roosevelt at- 
tended the annual dinner at the 
convention and spoke on “The New 
Governmental Interest in the Arts.” 
Mrs. Bowman corfmented especi-, 
ally upon the gracious charm of 
the president's wife, the pleasing 
timbre of her voice, when speaking, 
her perfect diction and her intense 
interest in all subjects and her, 
grasp of them | 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke with refer- 
ence to the federal government 
provision for artists in arduous 
times. Last year special dispensa- 
tions were set aside for artists in 
need, and the paintings they did 
then became the property of the 
government. An exhibit of their 
work was seen in the Corcoran gal- 
lery, much of which was outstand- | 
ingly fine, and much of which 
showed promise, bringing thus to 
the attention of the authorities the! 
work of artists otherwise obscure. |

The 
greater part of this is in the export 
of timber. Although the U.S.A, is 
keen compttitors in this jine I 
think there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Canada can hold this 
trade and increase it in the future. 
Russia is not a competitor in tim- 
ber as there is an embargo against 
Russian lumber.” 
NO PRODUCTION CONFLICTS 
“Several products’ of Canada are 
produced by Australia. This is es- 


pecially true of flour and dairy 
products. However, this should not 
make a scrious difference to our 


relationships with one another di- 
rectly or indirectly. There are suf- 
ficient products that do not com- 
pete with each other produced and 
manufactured by both countries, to 
insure profitable trade relation- 
ships. As regards competition in 
the British market the same situa- 
tion prevails. The fact that the sta- 
sons are complimentary also insures 
reasonable trade relationships with- 
in the Britich Empire 

“It is not a case of production, as 
I seo it, but rather a case of ra- 
tionalization of marketing. When 
markets become rationalized there 
will be no danger of cut-throat 
compttition within the Empire.

And 
they look to Hitler for it. 


SEEK PEACE WITH HONOR 

“We want to work and improve 
the conditions of our people. We 
want peace and we don’t want to 
be slaves. One country does not 
want to be dictated to by another 
So it is with Germany.” 

Questioned regarding an article 
that appeared in the press Monday 
to the effect that Von Papen, form- 
er Chancellor, was pleading for the 
restoration of the monarchy and 
the freedom of the press, the youth- 
ful baron was inclined to treat the 
matter lightly, saying that of the 
65,000,000 German people fully 97 
per cent of them looked to Hitler 
for leadership. 

Censored press reports within 
Germany developed as a result of 
the many solutions advanced by all! 
sides at the time Hitler first as- 
sumed the reigns of government. 

“Constant criticisms within would 
tend to retard progress. It was a 
question of uniting, codifying and 
suppressing that which might tend 
to break down the last possible 
chance of Germany finding itself, 
that led to the establishment of 
Fascism as it is in Germany.” 


UNEMPLOYED HALVED 

Baron Von Hodenberg agreed that 
although Hitler's method might help 
Germany, such a system might de- 
troy another country not having 
similar conditions to contend with 

Of the 6,000,000 uncmployed in 
Germany last year, only 3.000.000 
are out of employment today, he 
conti ued.
